Note 1.— -In this return the revenue from beer and tobacco has been apportioned in 
accordance with the detailed statistics collected for the Committee on Irish Finance. (See 
paragraph 48 of their Report, Cd. 6153.) Tbe return does not embody other alterations 
suggested by the Committee in paragraphs 43 and 51 of the Report, which are in the 
nature of general adjustments in round figures. 

Note 2.— The Revenue derived from special War taxation (e.g., Excess Profits Duty) has 
been allocated between England, Scotland and Ireland as in previous Returns. 

_ Owing to the W ar it was not found possible in previous Returns to allocate the considerable 
Civil Government charges met from the Votes of Credit, and all such expenditure was included 
under the head General Services. In the present Return, for the year 1918-19, and in the 
table on this page, Vote of Credit advances to supplement Civil Departmental Votes (in 
particular payments for War Bon us, for the temporary increase in the rate of Old Age Pensions,: 
for Out of Work Donation and for the Bread Subsidy) have been allocated between the tliree 
Divisions of the United Kingdom. The remainder of the expenditure from Votes of Credit 
(including all expenditure on naval and military operations) is allocated to General Services. 

As both Revenue and Expenditure are abnormal, the figures shown in Part III. of this 
Return do not afford an accurate index of the balance of revenue available for Imperial 
Expenditure in ordinary years.
